Danse Macabre is a free spirited, capricious piece depicting skeletons dancing in the 
moments of the witching hour on Halloween . The demonic sound of the musical interval 
of a tritone is prevalent with the intentional down tuning of the solo violinist from a perfect 
fifth to the diminished fifth. The minor mode and the fast three four waltz meter create a 
flowing image of weightless bones dancing circles in the crisp night air under an October 
full moon. All comes to a wild frenzy until the first streaks of the rising sun illuminate the 
eastern sky , then suddenly , the time for another years sleep once again grips our skeleton 
characters as they reluctantly dissipate back to their earthen beds.

But we hi 
never heard the Wolf s side of the story. Tonight r we will look through different eyes to 
hear testimony of the actual witnesses and render a judgment based on the facts of this 
case.

“Peter Verses tlie Wolf” begins with the announcement that the Wolf has fust escaped 

from the zoo. The Wolf ducks into the concert hall ' , eluding the police pursuit f and pleads 

his case w ith the audience r claiming he never ate the duck. He tells the audience he was 

framed f and begins to tell the story of what happened at his trial.

The stage is set with the orchestra and a courtroom to hold the trial . The characters try 
the case with the Judge , District Attorney , Peter, the Court Recorder an Aof course , the 
Wolf. The DA proceeds to present the “ narrator s affidavit ” as to what happened in the 
meadow on the day of the alleged Duckici de. r 

With the DA narrating , the orchestra then plays Prokofiev s “ Peter and the Wolf \ ' broken 
up into five sections. At the end of each section, the Wolf calls different instruments to the 
stand and cross examines them. The testimony of two surprise witnesses is met with 
objections from the Wolf. This testimony , combined with the Wolf having an awful tummy 
ache whenever the duck theme is played, results in some confusion on the part of the 
Judge. He seeks the expert opinion of the audience and orchestra , and, based on that 

advice, finds the Wolf f
